CORONER'S COMMITTEE COMPLETE 


The need of Coroner Hoffman's‘safety cam- 
paign in the public schools was emphasized 
yesterday by three automobile accidents, in 
which little children were injured. Two cf 
the children may die. 

The injured school children are: 

FRANCES G. NELSON, 6 years old, 
355 East Forty-seventh street; provable 
rib fractures and internal injuries; uncon- 
sclolus at Chicago hospital. 

GEORGE VARRELMANN, 8 years 
old, 1516 Bryn Mawr avenue; fracture at 
the base of the skull; unconscious at 
Ravenswood hospital. 

BENJAMIN UTTAL, 6 years old, 
2239 Grand avenue; left le gbroken, body 
bruised and cut. 

Te Varrelmann boy was in the most sericua 
condition last night. He received his injuries 
in the morning on the way to school with his 
two brothers. In the center of the intersec- 
tion of North Clark and Francis streets he 
was hit by an automobile driven by Edgar 
W. Burchard, treasurer of the Coat & 
Burchard company, 29 South La Salle street. 


Mother Says Parents Are Helpless. 
“What are the mothers of young children 
in Chicago going to do?“ said Mrs. Gustav 
Varreimann, mother of the injured child. 
when seen at her residence last night. “It 
is getting more and more unsafe for our chil- 
dren to be on the streets because of the 
recklessness of automobile drivers, motormen 
and teamsters. The only way in which we 
can feel that our children are safe is to keep 
them in the house every moment of the time. 
The accident in which my boy was injured 
could not have been avoided by him. The 
automobile turned the corner on the wrong 
side of the street, and gave no warning what- 
ever before striking him. Probably every 
pedestrian in Chicago has at one time or an- 
other experienced this sort of careleseness 
on the part of automobile drivers, My hus- 
band intends to prosecute the owner as far 
as he possibly can—I believe he would have 
killed him had he found him tonight.“ 


Driver Protests It Was Accident. 

“Had the boy been my own son, I could 
not have prevented the accident,“ said Mr 
Burchard at his home in Kenilworth last 
night. 

»I stopped the car—picked the boy up and 
took him into a store. He was unconscious 
A doctor came along. We put the boy in the 
car and drove to the Ravenswood hospital 
Then I went to the nearest police station 
and placed a bond of $1,000 for my appear- 
ance when ever it is necessary.“ 

Mr. Burchard was not “booked” by the 
police, but the bond quotes the charges

POLICE PURSUE IN AUTO. 


A 10 year old girl with an attractive crop 
of brown hair and the general appearance of 
a French doll hippety-hopped from the Holy 
Name academy, North State street ard 
Chicago avenue, at 3:30 o'clock yesterday 
She swung her school books 
from a strap. A group of her playmates 
were running up to catch her, when-—— 

Like a flash she was projected into one of 
the most exciting kidnaping episodes that 
have taken place in Chicago for many a day. 
She was hustled about the city in taxicabs 
for two hours, Then she was rescued. 

The girl is Carmen Bouche. The name of 
her real father is De Repentigny. But her 
mother could not get along with him and 
there was a separation when Carmen was 
a baby. Later her mother married Albert 
Bouche, a good French cook, who has estab- 
lished for himself a profitable café at Chest- 
nut and North Clark. 


Man and Woman Land in Cells. 
The plotters, who are now in cells, charged 
with kidnaping, are: 


Joseph M. De Repentigny, Mon- 
treal, Canada, Carmen’s estranged 
father. 

Miss Laura Sullivan, 
N. V., his accomplice. 


Miss Sullivan’s connection with the case 
is being investigated by the police. She said 
she was an accidental accessory. 

The seizure of the girl was witnessed by 
about a score of persons in addition to Car- 
men's schoolgirl companions. A Walde 
Shaw taxicab drew up to the curb just as 
school let out. A man and woman got out orf 
it and scrutinized the line of children. 

The man called the woman's attention. 

There she is,“ he yelled, and ran into s 
group and grabbed Carmen roughly by the 
shoulders. “‘ Come with me, he cried. 


Kidnaper Knocks Down Bystander, 

According to the schoo! children witnesses, 
the child protested. A bystander attempted 
to interfere. De Repentigny knocked him 
down. 

Jam that girl's father,” the kidnaper told 
the onlookers. The chauffeur of the taxicab, 
Henry Greis, hesitated to move even after 
this assurance. 

The Sullivan woman confirmed the man’s 
story. So the chauffeur drove them to the 
Dreamland dance hall, at West Van Buren 
and South Paulina streets.

Mrs. Bouche and a dozen of Carmen's 
schoolmates were waiting at the station and 
Carnien ran weeping to her mother’s arms. 
The other children raised a faint cheer. 

The two prisoners were held by Capt. Rehm 
at the station as kidnapers and the gir! taken 
to her home at 68 East Washington place. 

Mrs. Bouche admitted De Repentigny is 
the father of Carmen. 

‘‘My maiden name was Flora Marseilles,” 
she egaid. “I met De Repentigny while I 
was attending the Notre Dame convent in 
Montreal. He forced me to elope with him 
to Rochester, N. T., where the child was 
born.

The play was given in the bird sanctuary 
of the Meriden Bird club, and members of 
the artists’ colony of Cornish, ten miles 
away, joined with the club members in pre- 
senting the masque.

Plot of the Play. 

The play, which is garbed in symbolica] len- 
guage, was presented in a sylvan glade of 
which Quercus, a faun, is guardian. He is 
discovered replenishing bird baths and scat- 
tering seed, singing a lyric of birds. 

Alwyn, the poet, appears, and Quercus ex- 
plains that, times being changed, he is now 
practical caretaker of a bird sanctuary, work- 
ing under the direction of Shy, the naturalist. 
Quercus is sent away by Shy, and the poet 
and naturalist are discussing the heart of na- 
ture when Shy suggests that it would de pos- 
sible for man to comprehend the speech of 
birds if it were not for Stark, the plume hunt- 
er. 

The two summon Tacita, a dryad, for ad- 
vice, and she invokes Ornis, the spirit o, 
birds, played by Miss Wilson. Tacita 12 
treading a dance of mvocation when gun- 
shots are heard and a wounded bird falls to 
the ground. Tacita flees and Ornis staggers 
into the sanctuary and falls. 


Sanctuary Invaded by Hunter. 

Ornis is garbed as a bird; she is wounded, 
but has recovered and is addressing Shy and 
Alwyn when Stark, with barking dogs, bursts 
in. He becomes insolent when he is up- 
braided for pursuing his game into the bird 
sanctuary and fails to recognize in Ornis 
the spirit of birds. He sees only the dead 
bird he shot. 

Alwyn and Shy are about to let him depart, 
cursing, when Alwyn decides on a way to 
change Stark's nature. He summons Tacita, 
who begins to weave about Stark a dance of 
revelation. 

Stark follows Tacita to Ornis and recog- 
nizes her as the bird spirit for the first time. 
He is dazzled by her beauty, and Ornis makes 
an appeal to him. Stark is overcome by re- 
morse and joins the poet and naturalist in a 
compact to struggle together for the free- 
dom of birds. :

Joliet, III., Sept. 12.—[Special. |—In an inter- 
view James C. O'Connor, financial operator 
of Joliet, arrested on charges of forgery and 
larceny, explained how he lost a fortune 
amounting to several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and how, when his own money was 
gone, he forged notes of his clients to the 
extent of a quarter of a million dollars more. 

O’Connor told the story in a little cell in 
the county jail at Joliet, where he is a will- 
ing prisoner, owing to threats of violence 
against him. He held his head in his hands 
as he sat on a cot. His narrative became 
incoherent in spots, when he spoke of his 
wife and thildren and told how his home 
was ruined by his financial difficulties. His 
assets are placed at $5,000.

Henry J. Horn, general manager, ordered 
that engineers make time Time must be 
made, the order read. If an engineer was a 
minute late he was jacked up. The first time 
his engine ran by a signal the engineer was 
summarily aismissed. 

“The ambition was to make a record of 
trains om time over any railroad in the coun- 
try. The orders put out in the fall of 1911 
made New Haven travel unsafe and demor- 
alized the esprit de corps.“ 


Kill Railroad Man Every Seven Hours? 

New York, Sept. 12.—"A member of the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen is killed every 
seven hours and fifteen minutes and every 
nine minutes a man is maimed.“ 

This was the testimony today of William 
Lee, representing the Orderof Railway Train- 
men at the meeting of the arbitration com- 
mission in the controversy between forty- 
two eastern railroads and their conductors 
and trainmen over the employés’ demands 
for more pay and shorter hours. 

When this statement was later challenged 
by Elisha Lee, counsel for the railroads, 
William Lee cited statistics from the in- 
terstate commerce commission's report.

FIVE SUSPECTS ARRESTED.

Boy’s Father Protests. 

The ten policemen were delayed somewhat 
in their departure with their captive, young 
Cherin, because of the boy’s iliness; he was 
in bed and had to be given time to dress. The

“ Six years ago I purchased my saloon from 
James Mika,” he said later, and everything 
went well until three years later when Mika 
returned to the neighborhood and resumed 
the saloon business.

NOT LEGAL? 


Civil Service Test May Have to Be 
Thrown Out. 


The executive committee of the Schoo! En- 
gineers’ association is investigating the trans- 
formation of the duties of the chief engineer 
of the board of education. Aspirants to the 
position who completed a civil bervice ex- 
amination yesterday expressed fear, when 
they learned the job had been shorn of a creat 
part of its duties, that the examination 
would be thrown out. It was conducted on 
the basis of the former position, and, it is 
said, questions not germane to the present 
duties were asked, contrary to the civil serv- 
ice law. 

The board quiet!y adopted m resolution at 
its meeting last week which provided for 
the change. 


Loophole for McNamara? 

The resolution, it is said, leaves a loop- 
hole to put over John L..McNamara. 
who fafled in the examination a few weeks 
ago. 

The chance for McNamara is figured out 
as follows: 

The position of chief engineer was too 
large a postion for him, judging from 
his standing In the recent examinations. 
The present duties are little more than 
those of a chief janitor. It is believed 
McNamara could fill the job. The civil 
service examination which began the 
day following the change in duties, was 
held without consideration of the change 
and members of the civil service commis- 
sion expressed an opinion that this might 
invalidate the test. Frank J. McAdams 
has a sixty day appointment. If the civil 
service examinations are thrown out, Mo- 
Namara could receive the appointment at 
the close of McAdams’ sixty day term. 
McNamara did-not take the civil service 
examination. 


Members Deny Plot.“ 

Members of the board denied there was any 
attempt to place McNamara in the position. 
One of the strong adherents of the resolution 
was James B. Dibelka, who McNamara has 
told friends is a McNamara backer. The 
engineer still claims to have eleven support- 
ers on the board, which would give him « 
majority of one. 
A factor of significance is that the salary 
of $6,000 a year, which held under the old po- 
sition, was not changed when the duties were 
curtailed, 


Vote 100 New Portables. 

The buildings and grounds committee of the 
board voted to give Mrs. Ella Flagg Young 
the 100 portables and the seven new schools 
she asked for. Rush work on the portables 
will begin at once, and it is expected to have 
them finished in two month No bids were 
advertised for, as the committee believes it 
could save time by allowing J. J. Magrady, 
superintendent of repairs, to erect the port 
ables. The cost will be about $100,000. 

For the firat time, teachers were pald yes- 
terday before Oct. 1. The board has voted to 
continue the payments every two weeks in 
the future.

Pennsyivania, seid the election in Maine last 
Monday convinced him that the Progressive 
party was more alive than ever before.

Sure Party Still Lives, 

It the gentleman is referring to the re- 
cent election in Maine,” Mr. Hinebaugh re- 
pied.

But 
I now know I do belong to a real party which 
polled 7,000 votes in a standpat, rockribbed, 
hidebound Republican district in Maine, with 
unlimited money and machinery against it, 
at a time when a Democratic tarff bili was 
waved in their faces as a regson why they 
should vote for the Republican candidate. 

Mr. Hinebaugh then said the currency bill 
went a long way towards releasing the peo- 
ple from the grip of Wall street. 

“I hope the day is not far distant when it

B. F. Yoakum and his associates to use the 
deposits of the people to buy a railroad for 
$8,000,000 and then issue $10,000,000 worth of 
bonds on that same property and not put a 
dollar of that vast sum back into the prop- 
erty by way of road extension or betterment 
of equipment is badly in need of reform.“ 


Calls It Aldrich Plan. 

Representative Platt of New York, accused 
the majority of the committee of having an- 
nexed almost all of the Aldrich plan in fram- 
ing the bill.

POSSE TAKES UP CHASE. 


Body Found in Field After Battle; 
Springfield Child Attacked, 


Cairo, II., Sept. 12.—[&pecial.}—aA negTo 
was killed at Tamms, III., by a posse of citi- 
zens following an attempt by two negroes 
to pass a raised bill at the Tamms Mer- 
cantilo company’s store. The negroes en- 
tered the store and purchased a dime's worth 
of merchandise, giving in Payment a 81 bill 
which had been raised to five. 

The clerk examined the bill and seeing it 
was a dollar bill gave the negro 90 cents in 
change. The negroes demanded $4.90, and 
when refused this amount pulled out their 
revolvers and opened fire as they backed 
out of the store. 

A posse of citizens was organized and the 
negroes were pursued. A running fire was 
exchanged between the pursuers and the 
negroes for several minutes. The negroés 
finaiiy made their escape. 

Bloodhounds were brought from Anna, 
III., and about midnight the dogs followed 


the trail into à field about a mile from the 


railroad south of Tamms. Here the body of 
one of the negroes was found. He had been 
fatal.y shot by one of the posse and lay face 
downward, his revolver still clinched tightly 
in his hand. 


Talk of Lynching in Springfield. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 12—For the first time 
since the memorable race riot im Springfield 
in August, 1008, there was some talk of a 
lynching here tonight, following the arrest 
and confession of Charies Banks, colored, 
that he had attempted an assault upor 
10 year old Theresa Akins this afternoon, 
when ehe wes on her way home from achool. 

Though there is some excitement in the 
southeast portion of the city, where the girl 
lives and attends the Iles school, the police 
anticipate no trouble. 

Edward O. Akins, father of thegirl, went to 
the police station His demand to see the ne- 
gto was refused. 


Child Escapes Negro Assailant. 

The fact that the negro did not injure the 
child has a tendency to silence inflammatory 
talk. 

The police are taking precautions to guard 
their prisoner, who will be hastened to an 
early trial. Tonight a number of negroes 
held a massmeeting and framed a petition to 
the Circuit court for a special grand jury to 
consider the case.

Broker, Before Impeachment 
Managers, Tells of Gov- 
ernor’s Account. 


DEALS IN 


BEGAN 1910. 


Commeneed Redueing Debt in 
1912 and Wound Up All Busi- 
ness on July 16, 1918. 


New York, Sept. 12.—Gov. Sulzer’s transac- 
tions in Wall street from June 27, 1910, till 
they ceased—at least so far as one firm of 
brokers was concerned—on July 14 last, were 
described under oath today by Melville D. 


Fuller, who said he was Sulser’s broker, in 
a hearing held by the nine impeachment man- 
agers appointed by the assembly. 

Mr. Fuller, who before the Frawley inves- 
tigating commission refused to testify con- 
cerning certain matters, today answered all 
questions. He testified that Sulser had paid 
him $16,000 in person within a month and a 
day after the last election, and that he I Ful- 
ler) had had no dealings with Mrs. Sulzer. 


Account Opened June 27, 1910, 

According to Fuller’s testimony, Sulzer, 
while a representative, opened an account 
with his firm, Harris & Fuller, on June 27, 
1910. In September Sulzer borrowed $23,000 
from the firm, giving as collateral 400 shares 
ot Big Four rallroad stock. In November 
of the same year Sulzer added some American 
Smelter stock to his collateral held by the 
brokers. 

Big Four’ declined from 80 to 57 within 
a year,” Mr. Fuller continued, but Mr. Sul- 
zer bought some more of the stock and added 
Southern Pacific to his holdings.’’ 


Paid $10,000 on Account. 

On Nov. 18, 1012, a few days after he was 
elected governor, Mr. Fuller continued, Sulzer 
walked into the office of Harris & Fuller with 
ten $1,000 bills in his hand. These he paid on 
his account, his indebtedness, owing to other 
transactions, having increased to $50,612. On 
Dec. 6, Mr. Fuller said, Gov.-elect Sulzer paid 
in person $6,000 more in cash on his account. 

On June 16 of this year Sulzer's debt to the 
brokers had been further reduced. One of the 
checks, Mr. Fuller said, was from A K. 
Spriggs, a former governor of Montana. 


Sulzer Aid Winds Up Debt, 

Lieut. Commande Josephthal of Gov. Sul- 
ger’s staff visited the office of Harris & Fuller 
on July 16 last, Mr. Fuller added, and closed 
the account by paying the balance, $26,739. 
Mr. Josephthal received the stock left by 
Sulzer as collateral. Josephthal presented an 
order, which was produced today. It was 
signed, ‘“‘ William Sulzer, for Mrs. Sulzer. 

Mr. Fuller could give no explanation of the 
words for Mrs. Salzer,“ he said, as neither 
he nor his firm had ever had any dealings 
with her. 

Gov. William Sulzer left New York for 
Alba y. having been in the city since Thurs- 
day afternoon, it was learned tonight. His 
visit was so secret that only a few personal 
friends and advisers knew he was here. The 


object of his trip is not known.

AN OMINOUS OMISSION. 

A contract lacking specifications as to 
when the work shall be done is either a re- 
markable piece of official oversight or some- 
thing more dubious. It is at least very clear 
that an omission of this nature is unfair 
to the city and unfair to bidders. It throws 
the doors wide open to favoritism in award- 
ing the .contract and leaves the city with 
little protection in case of delay. 

It is not pleasant to find this strange error 
on the threshold of actual harbor building. 
But it may be taken as a timely hint that 
care, economy and efficiency should be de- 
manded and will be demanded of the officials 
incharge. The harbor improvement is going 
to be kept under a spotlight of publicity. 


PETTY GAMBLING. 

The dice game known as “ twenty-six ” 
is worse than slot machine gambling. The 
fact that it is not ordinarily, if at all, 
played for cash does not give it any re- 
spectability. It is likely to add the folly 
of intemperance to the folly of gambling 
and to lead a man not only to waste bis 
money but to drink to excess. 

The fact that saloonkeepers are organ- 
ising to protect this game is proof enough 
that they find it a vastly profitable aid in 
the sale of liquor. If the player wins, all 
he gets is drink or tobacco. The game is 
framed against him, or the saloonkeeper 
would not have it in the place. 

Mayor Harrison professes his desire to 
wuppress forms of gambling in which the | 
player has a chance to win money. The 
chance is, admittedly, morally and econom- 
ically vicious. The game he is asked to 
protect offers merely a chance to lose 
money and win drink or tobacco. 

The report of the Citizens’ association 
en the evils of petty gambling will be a 
gafer guide for the mayor's deci8ion than 
any representations the associated saloon- 
keepers can make to him. 

Mr. Harrison knows the evils of petty 
gambling. It is up to him. 


FOOLISH QUESTIONS. 

The Democratic majority on the sani 
tary district board will soon despair of the 
intelligence of democracies. This com- 
munity has been instructed for months 
and months, by precept and illustration, 
and yet fails to comprehend the simple, 
obvious fact that the affairs of the district 
are safely in the hands of gentlemen who 
can make the best use of them for them- 
selves and their friends. 

It must be extremely irritating to these 
gentlemen to deal with a public so inca- 
pable of perceiving that a political condi- 
tion of much blessedness exists, and it 
must be exasperating to have an occa- 
sional member of this public—and much 
more so to have one of the few perverse 
members of the board itself—inquire, with 
an assumption of right, what is being 
done with public funds. 

An election, as is being well demon- 
strated, gives private rights in public 
funds. Otherwise why sbould so many 
estimable gentlemen put themselves to 80 
much trouble to obtain office? Is this 
community so backward in its under 
standing that it cannot grasp this simple 
truth, or is it so stubborn in its ignorance 
that it is willing to keep right on asking 
foolish questions? 

The Jeffersonians of the sanitary dis- 
trict board are running the sanitary dis- 
trict to suit themselves. At present they 
are well satisfied. That is sufficient. That 
is what the sanitary district is for. 
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AN IMPOSSIBLE SYSTEM. 

«There is a theory voiced whenever espe- 
elally flagrant public nuisances in thé guise 
of unfit officials are inflicted upon a com- 
munity which holds that since such men 
‘are elected by the people, the people deserve 
the misfortune they are; that since the 
people at a free election have frecly 
chosen them the people want them. 

The theory is false. 

The election of men like the Bartzen fol 
lowing on the county board is the result not 
of deliberate choice. It is the result of 3 
system, and they are a staggering argu- 
ment against the system. 

The backbone of this system is the long 
ballot.

The people deserve them only as they 
refuse to destroy the complicated machinery 
which makes it impossible to know for what 
manner of men they are voting.

But we ought 
te prove this not by merely defeating such 
men when they have shown what they are 
but by getting rid of the system which

man. . 

This progress toward veracity is so em 
couraging that we'll not ask Ma Hoyne 
why he never undertook, with his well 
known fearlessness, to ascertain what 
might be the basis of the many reports 
We merely note that he is coming, in em; 
barrassment and stubbornly, to accept 
ance of the fact that the murdered man 
was 80 little killed that he could fully er- 
plain his catastrophe by saying he had 
fallen off a wagon, and that he is alive 
and well today, probably suffering from 
nothing more disastrous than a sense of 
outrage caused by the fearless assump- 
tion of Mr. Hoyne that he was murdered 
and is dead. 

Mr. Hoyne may never be a close friend 
and persistent admirer of the truth,. but 
he is showing a disposition to trim and 
cut his words. Gradually he'll come to 
admit that his murder lacks a killing and 
a corpse. ,

RAILROADS AND PUBLIC. 

There is a good deal of justice and common 
sense in what Vice President Park of the 
Illinois Central Railroad gays about hasty, 
sensational and ill considered legislation or 
executive interference with railroad opera- 
tion. 

It is true that public sentiment and offi- 
cia] judgment are apt to “go off half cocked” 
when some misfortune has occurred. It 
ig true we are too ready to clap a new law 
on any hurt that happens. It is true we 
unduly minimize the human factor contrib- 
utory to accident and incline to put too much 
reliance upon automatic devices. 

But there is another side of the shield 

which Mr. Park ignores. His remarks would 

have more attention from the public if he 

ha l not. 

Railroads are run to make money. That 

is right, but it produces as the first test of 

policy, profit, not service or safety. 

Service and safety enter into railroad 

policy, necessarily, not merely because rail- 

road men are not “soulless,” but because 

service and safety are factora in the prob- 

lem of profit making. 

Bat in determining the degree of service 

and safety to be maintained as against the 

profits to be made, railroad policy cannot 

always be relied upon to give the right pro 

portions from the point of view of the puo- 

lic, or even from the point of view of the 

railroads’ own interest. Railroad manage | 
ment is sometimes unintelligently conserva- 

tive, and sometimes unduly selfish. That is 

why railroad regulation came and came to 

Stay. 

There is right and wrong on each side of 

the railroad controversy, and both the rail- 
roads and the public should admit it. Per 
haps the pendulum of regulation is swinging 

too far away from the absolute freedom once 
enjoyed by railroad managers. It is true that 
the charges upon railroads and the exactions 
of the public are heavier than ever before. 

Perbaps advances in rates are necessary to 
permit safe and efficient service, extensions 
and improvements and proper dividend on 
investment. They should be promptly al- 
lowed when that is shown. An efficient and 
prosperous transportation eystem is neces- 
sary to our economic health and national 
progress. Co-operation and combination 
should be encouraged, not discouraged, and 
we should rely for protection upon fair reg- 
ulation and on the prohibition of stuck water- 
ing and misapplication of earnings.

CURATIVE MEDICINE. 

HD history of the last two years in 
eurative medicine has been one of 
gtadual growth. No great discovery 
has been made as I see it. The great 
promise of a cousumption cure did 
not materialize. So far as I can see, the 
Friedmann agitation has not helped toward 
a cure, though it may result in gain in pre 
vention. So far as the Friedmann treat 
ment is concerned, it was an unmitigated 
failure. The field of tuberculin in the cure 

ia being gradually mapped out. 

While nothing radically new hag been 
found, previous discoveries have been made 
much more serviceable. For instance, X 
rays are now so used as to be of great service 
in diagnosis of abdominal conditions and of 
some use in diagnosis of chest conditions, 
By feeding a man bismuth or by filling the 
Intestine with bismuth, the stomach and 
Intestines can be much better studied. In 
fact, it helps greatly in diagnosing cancer 
of the stomach. 

The X ray method of outlining the heart 
is much better than the percussion method. 
The X ray method of examining the unborn 
child is of great service in the later months 
of pregnancy. The X ray method of ex- 
amining fractured bones and watching them 
during repair makes the old methods seem 
unsatisfactory beyond belief. 


„ 


We have learned a great deal about the 
thyroid during the last two years. What 
we have learned is much more helpful to the 
surgeon than to the medical men, but the 
foundation is being laid for great advances. 

The advance in the treatment of stiff 
joints has been noteworthy. Surgery can 
now restore any joint regardless of how 
close the bony union or how long ‘the anchy- 
losis has existed. 

1 think we are going to get advances in 
the treatment of rheumatism and pneumonia 
out of the discoveries of the last two years. 
That the germ which lies inactive in the 
tonsil of a well mau can be changed by the 
man 80 as to infect his nose, giving bim a 
cold, or his lung, giving Lim pneumonia, or 
hig joint, giving him rheumatism, may not 
have taught us much about how to cure 
any one of these diseases, but that must be 
the natural next step. 

Up to date it Las stopped us from doing 
some useless things. It has stopped us from 
starving the rheumatic, at least from deny- 
ing him meat to eat. It has stopped us from 
filling bim up with nauseous medicine. It 
has stopped us from some overtreating of 
pueumonia.

In the same category is the discovery of 
the method of growing malaria. Up to date 
it has not taught us anything about the cure 
or much about the prevention of malaria. 
But it will do both. 

To poison a man with quinine in order 
to kill a few parasites in his blood ig rather 
crude work. It is the best we know, but it 
must give way to something similar tw 
antitoxin—something which will annul the 
poison or kill the parasite, but will leave 
the body unaffected.

a decree providing special uniforms 
for the Lutheran and Roman Catholic 
chaplains of the Germanarmy. They 
are identical for both denominations, 
and comprise a short cassock of gray khaki, 
extending downwards to the knee, with an 
upright collar and cuffs of violet colored Hk. 
The mantle or overcoat is of gray cloth. 

The knee breeches [all the chaplains of the 
army are mounted) are of the same colored 
khaki as the cassock or long tunic, and are 
worn with high riding boots. The hat isa 
soft one of the rough rider kind with a band 
of violet ribbon and adorned with an enam- 
eled cross and the imperial cockade. 

On the left arm the chaplain wears a sleeve 
band of violet silk, showing the red cross on 
a white ground. A pastoral! crucifix is worn 
round the neck by a polished steel chain. 

The Roman Catholic chaplains, moreover, 
wear when celebrating masa or vespers, or 
when hearing confession, a violet stole. 

Another vacancy has occurred in the list of 
twenty-eight representative peers of Ireland 
in the house of lords, who are elected for life, 
by the death of Lord Dunboyne, an eminent 
member of the English bar, and who is suc- 
ceeded in his Irish peerage by his eldest son, 
Capt. the Hon. Fitzwalter Butler of the royal 
navy, 88 years old and unmarried. 

Being, like his father, a Tory, he is likely to 
be elected at an early date as one of Ireland's 
representatives in the upper.chamber of the 
imperial legislature at Westminster, since 
the Irish peers entitled to vote at these elec- 
tions are overwhelmingly Unionist, 

Lord Dunboyne is the twenty-sixth baron 
of hig line since Sir Thomas Butler, or Le 
Botiler, received his summons as a peer in 
1324 from King Edward II. 

This peerage which was forfeited for a 
short time to the crown during the Wars of 
the Roses, was restored by an act of parlla- 
ment at the beginning of the reign of Edward 
IV. 

Henry VIII. further confirmed the honors 
of the tenth Lord Dunboyne of his day by 
granting him a patent, in which the descent 
of the barony was restricted to his male heirs 
only. 

Lord Dunboyne's estates are situated in 
County Clare, and he makes his principal 
home at Knoppogue castle, near the town of 
Quin, in that county. 

~~ 

There is an extraordinary romance in con- 
nection with this Dunboyne peerage. The 
twenty-first holder thereof was the Roman 
Catholic bishop of Cork when the barony 
suddenly devolved upon him through the 
death of a nephew. i 

Wishing to perpetuate hie branch of the 


from passing to cousins with whom he had 
always been on bad terms, he applied to 
Pius VI. for a dispensation to retire from the 
episcopacy and to marry. 

The reply which he received from the vati- 
can was couched in suph severe terms of 
censure that the hot tempered Irish prelate 
publicly seceded from the Roman Catholic 
church, joined the state reformed church of 
Ireland and then married a Protestant lady 
many years his junior. There was no issue 
of this union, a circumstance which exercised 
a considerable influence upon the mind of 
the former bishop. 

Another thing which perturbed him was the 
sudden death of his old family coachman. 

He was being driven along a lonely road. 
far away from any village, when the man 
was suddenly taken dangerously ill. 

Realizing that the man was at death's door, 
the ex-bishop forgetting his Protestant- 
ism, besought his old servant to make his con- 
feasion, so that he might grant him absolu- 
tion. 

The coachman stubbornly refused on the 
ground that his master was an apostate.

apostate in such time of dire necessity had 
full power given him by the church te grant 
absolution. 

However, although this is an established 
doctrine of the Catholic church, the coach- 
man could not be got to believe in Its exiat- 
ence, and died unshriven, declaring that he 
would sooner trust to the mercy of God than 
receive absolution at the hands of a renegade. 

The former bishop was horror stricken 
and profoundly impressed, and the incident 
undoubtedly contributed to his beconcilia- 
tion to the church of Rome, before he himself 
died shortly afterwards. 

Just before his death, which took place at 
Knoppogue castle on May 7, 1800, he was 
received back into the Roman Catholic 
church by the Rev. Dr. Gahan. 


_— 

Wishing to divert as much property aps 
possible from the cousin who was heir to 
the peerage and to the entailed estates he, 
after munificently providing for the welfare 
of his wife bequeathed all the remainder of 
the property of which he could dispose to 
the Maynooth college for the education of 
youths intended for the Roman Catholic 
priesthood. 

Naturally litigation ensued, and during the 
course of it the Rev. Dr. Gahan was sent to 
prison for several months on a charge of 
contempt of court in disobeying the order 
of the presiding judge that he should reveal 
the deathbed confession of Lord Dunboyne. 

The widow of the ex-bishop survived him 
for sixty years, dying in 1860, at the age of 06. 

Curlously enough, no mention is made in 
the current issue of Burke's “Peerage,” or of 
other similar works of reference, of this mar- 
riage of the twenty-first Lord Dunboyne. The 
Peerages are equally silent as to the name 
of his wife. 

However, that she was in the eyes of the 
law his legal wife is abundantly shown by 
the records of the litigation between the 
twenty-second Lord Dunboyne and the Cath- 
ollo college of Maynooth. 

> 


The original patronymic of the family was 
Le Botiler, scions of which played a prom- 
ment role in English history as far back as 
in the reign of King Richard Coeur-de-Lion. 

The name was afterwards corrupted into 
Butler; and Lord Dunboyne has a common 
ancestor with the Marquis of Ormonde, whe 
is the hereditary chief butler to the crown 
of Ireland and also head of the entire house 
of Butler. 

Knoppogue castie, the ancestral home of 
Lord Dunboyne, fs one of the few old Irish 
feudal castles that are still habitable, and, 
with its fine old stairceses, dungeons and 
secret passages, is a most interesting place 
of residence. The meaning of the name is 
“kiss on the hill.” 

_ 

The late Lord Dunboyne was for many 
years the king's remembrancer. This office 
is an ancient one and carries with it a salary 
of $12,500 a year, in addition to which its 
holder receives supplementary stipends as 
senior master of the supreme court of judi- 
cature in London es registrar of the court of 
criminal appeal, as master of the crown 
office, and as king’s coroner. 

In the days of the early Norman rulers, 
of the Plantagenets and of the Tudora the 
king’s remembrancer was a high official of 
the king’e court of the exchequer, and he 
was expected to keep a record of all those 
nobles whose fines and dues had remained 
unpaid, to look after the numerous royalties 
of the crown, to attend to the disposition and 
maintenance of the castles and estates that 
had dean for treason forfeited to the sov- 
ereigm und to supervise the payment to the 
eres eZ the first fruits.

Frozen Lady-Bugs Are 
on the Way to Chicago. 


EVERAL millions of ladybugs, packed 
securely away in ice bound erates, will 
fy to Chicago the first of the week 
from California by fast express. 

Col. W. E. Skinner, general manager 
of the International Refrigeration exposition, 
which opens on Wednesday at the stockyards 
pavilion, yesterday received a telegram from 
E. J. Vosler, the ladybug expert of California, 
anpouncing that two crates of ladybugs had 
been shipped to the exposition. In these two 
crates will be several millions of the insects, 
and they will be frozen. 

The bugs will be exhibited before the con- 
gress to show the effect of refrigeration in 
suspending life. Between seasons in California 
the bugs are stored away in refrigerators, 
where they remain frozen for several months. 
Then they are taken out, revived—or brought 
to life~—and set free in the big orchards of the 
coast to destroy the scale on fruit trees. 

This will be the first time the foreign dele- 
gates attending the congress ever have wit- 
nessed the suspension of life by refrigeration.

Predicts Crisis with Japan. 

A crisis in the relations between the United 
States and Japan will develop with the com- 
pletion of the canal, in the opinion of 
Capt. Phillip Bunau-Varilla of Paria, France, 
known as “the man who sold the Panama 
Canal Zone to this country.” He prepared yes- 
terday to leave for Vancouver, B. C., on a tour 
of North America. hile in Chicago he was 
the guest of Charles G Dawes, president of 
the Central Trust Company of Illinofs, and 
James Deering, vice president of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company. 

“The completion of the canal,” said Capt. 
Bunau-Varilla, will bring a crisis in the re- 
lations of this country with Japan. The equi- 
librium of power on the Pacific will be de- 
stroyed, the United States made stronger and 
Japan weakened. 

“The United States 16 justified in fortifying 
the canal because the Atlantic coast, will be 
open to attack from the Pacific. There is 
grave danger of a serious situation develop- 
ing, although I hope ft will not. 

“In twenty years the canal locks will be 
useless. The alternating and dissimilar cur- 
rents of the Pacifico and the Atlantic will make 
this so,”

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Proposes Minimum Wage 
for Health Departments. 


5 OLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Sept. 13. 
[Special. —Asserting that most city health 
departments are ridiculously under- 
financed and that as a result these depart- 
ments realize but a fraction of their possi- 

ble usefulness, Franz Schneider Jr. of the de- 
partment of surveys anid exhibits of the Russell 
Sage foundation today declared during the meet- 
ings of the American Public Health association 
that these departments stand in dire need of a 
“minimum wage.” 

Mr. Schneider suggests that the figure be get 
at 50 cents per inhabitant per year, with the 
understanding that this money be devoted en- 
tirely to real disease prevention work, and 
prophesied that the day is not far distant when 
health departments will be allowed $1 a head for 
such work and will show a handsome return for 
the expenditure. Even then the expenditure will 
be far less than that allowed police and fire de. 
partments. * 

; 2 

In support of these statements statistics were 
displayed from 140 of the principal cities of the 
country, showing the average yearly expenditure 
of their health departments to be 48 cents per 
capita, but only 83 cents if ac‘ual preventive 
measures be considered. Omitting stx of the 
larger cities, the figure dropped to 21 cents, an 
amount declared entirely insufficient for an ade- 
quate program. 

As a result many of the largest opportunities 
to save life and prevent suffering go by default 
More than half the departments are unable to 
make any serious attempt at baby saving, and 
less than even third have even the skeleton of 
a program for the control of tuberculosis. 

Practically nothing is done to protect workers 
from industrial diseases, and the venereal dis- 
eages are allowed to stalk about unhindered,

Moreover, in this study it was found that only 
28 per cent of the hundred and more cities have 
housing codes; that 23 per cent have no medical 
inspection of schools, and that 24 per cent of the 
city health departments attempt nothing in pub- 
licity or health education. Incidentally, these 
underfunded departments must supervise the 
condition of approximately 1,000,000 privy 
vaults. 

The report in which these significant facts 
were presented embodies findings in the first 
study of health department programs in cities 
of 25,000 population or over ever made in this 
country. When all cities have been heard from 
something over 220 will be represented. 

As shown by this inquiry, Mr. Schneider 
stated that, taking the country as a whole, only 
a beginning has been made in the application 
of what is known to de effective in public health 
work, and that could the public but realize the 
benefits available it would not hesitate to grant 
its health departments what after all is a purely 
nominal figure. g .

And again he says: Don't imitate 
anybody; write about things you see and teel 
One reason Im not going to take you away 
with me is the danger of spoiling your Amer- 
ican point of view. Two years from now ycu 
can g0 over to Europe and have a look, but 
meanwhile make yourself into a blotter that 
soaks up everything.” 

Mr..Nicholson has followed his own advice 
and has soaked up his little town and his Main 
street. His heroine, Phyllis Kirkwood, an alert, 
generous minded, acquisitive girl, is, indeed, the 
queen of Main street and it is through her eyes 
that the reader is permitted to see a community 
in which eccentricity is so common as almost to 
lose its distinction.

Mr. Nicholson undoubtedly has achieved a 
triumph in that there is not a merely literary 
line or character in the book. His most cultl- 
vated people use slang freely and are as warm, 
impulsive, and human according to mid-westerly 
standards as they well could be. The humor 
in the book is abundant, the sentiment almost 
superabundant, but the author does not commit 
the crowning blunder of permitting victory to 
sit upon the banners of ‘the virtuous and the 
dogs of disaster to rend the evildoers. He pays 
tribute rather to what may be called the world 
spirit in his characters and makes some people 
of manifest rectitude inefficient and lacking in 
In other words: Brusque and lack- 
ing in beauty though his book is, it does show 
a hearty and consistent realism, and so attains 
with all of its rudeness to a beauty of its own. 

— 

There is a sort of text to Gilbert Cannan’s 
new novel, “ROUND THE CORNER” (Apple- 
ton). It is this: Only a man’s own mind con 
make him a slave, and every healthy human 
being from first to last of conscious life strug- 
gies for the freedom of his own mind. Mr. 
Cannan evidently believes that a man's ability 
to achieve his mental freedom is largely a ques- 
tion of inheritance, and he quite certainly be- 
lieves that the only form of immortality which 
a man or woman may possess is the power 
which is passed on to his or her descendants. 

He has taken a group of middle class and 
commonplace men and women—one of them, 
Francis Christopher Folyat, born with a free 
spirit but guided by impulses of deep affection, 
becomes a Clergyman of the English church and 
marries a woman of limited and conventional 
mentality. Folyat thus binds himself with his 
own hands and there is presented the desperate 
struggle between his winged spirit and his cir- 
cumscribed opportunity. He has a large family 
and his children scatter themselves over the 
earth. Now in this one and now in that 1s per- 
ceived the flutterings of this love of freedom 
which their father passed on to them; but the 
mother, aided and abetted by society, almost 
always crushes this aspiration and at length 
only one son, Serge, stands out the complete 
man, master of himself and able to repudiate 
the standards of other men. 


— 

Far too little is seen of Serge, and the happi- 
ness of the reader would have been increased 
had he been permitted to play a more dominat- 
ing part in the story. As it is, one seems to 
have grasped but a fragmentary portion of bim. 
and, indeed, all of the characters are perceived 
vestiginally. This is part, no doubt, of Mr. Can- 
nan’s subtle realism, for it is so that we see 
even those most intimate in real life. 

The reader is strongly reminded of Bernard 
Shaw in the portrayal of the passionate, shy, 
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His tutor, M. Filon, has written a life of the 
ill fated Eugene Louis, prince imperial of the 
second empire, who attained manhood only to 
see his throne swept away and to find death 
while fighting under an alien though friendly 
flag. 


and thwarted temperament of a young poet, 
Bennett Lawrie, who marries Annette, the most 
soaring and original of the Folyat daughters. 
By that marriage both Lawrie and she are un- 
done and take their places among the burden 
bearers of the world. 

The novel, like most of the greatest pieces of 
fiction now being created, shows the impulsion 
of George Bernard Shaw and Frederick Neitz- 
ache. It has neither beginning nor end. It is 
not an artificial dramatic product, but a view 
of life seen from a hilltop.

Jack London go n and gives a vivid picture 
of what this invol y drinking costs the sys- 
tem, of the physical and mental price the man 
is bound to pay, and he levels a long finger of 
accusation at the bafbarous civilization that per- 
mits the free use ct alcohol, that allows it on 
every street corner for the temptation of lads. 
He says vividly: “We have with great success 
made a practice of not leaving arsenic and 
strychnine, and typhoid and tuberculosis germs 
around for our ch@ldren to be destroyed by. 
Treat John Barleycbrn the same way. Stop him. 
Don’t let him lle ground, licensed and legal, to 
pounce upon our uth. Not of alcoholics nor 
for alcoholics do write, but for our youths, 
for those who pot®sess no more than the ad- 
venture stings and the genial predispositions, 
the social man impulses, which are twisted all 
awry by our barbarian civilization which feeds 
them poison on a@llfthe corners.”

When 
the water boils add four or five apples, cut in 
quarters, a piece of butter (make it a good 
sized piece, in proportion to your cabbage) 
and a little salt and pepper. Cook until ten- 
der; take out the cabbage; add some meat 
stock, some butter and flour, a tablespoon of 
Vinegar, and a tablespoon of gooseberry con- 
serve. Serve with the quarters of apple around 
it and turn the sauce over it. 

This should be cooked in a saucepan just to 
fit the amount of cabbage, otherwise the 
water to cover will be too much for the sauce. 
The butter and apple make the cabbage more 
Savory than it is cooked in most ways, and 
the apple is flavored by the cabbage.

posed Ellis Island ‘Trial.’ 


‘FREE ENTRY’ DEMANDED. | 


Three Chicago organizations of women 
yesterday considered the question of the ad- 
mission to the United States of Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankhurst, militant English suf- 
fraget chief, who, it is reported, will be de- 
tained at Ellis Island by the immigration 
board upon her arrival from France. 

The board of directors of the Woman's 
party at a meeting at the Hotel La Salle 
adopted resolutions protesting any action by 
United States government. 


Resolution Denounces Detention. 
The resolutions of the woman's party read: 
Whereas, It has been the boast of Amer- 
ica that it is the land of the free and the 
home of the brave, and that the latch 
string has always been out to welcome 
those patriots and lovers of liberty from 
Ireland. Poland, Germany, and other 
countries who have shown themselves 
ready te do and die for freedom and equa! 

rights, now, therefore, be It 

Resolved, That the Woman's Party of 

Cook county condemns any attempt to 

alter these ideals and protests against 

the denial to Mrs. Pankhurst of the right 
to set foot upon our hospitable shores; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That while we do not approve 
of militant methods for this country—she 
saying that conditions are not the same 
here as in England—we recognize Mrs. 

Pankhurst as being a soldier in the war 

for liberty and equal rights, and that her 

deeds have in no sense emanated from 
an evil mind, but have been done, in her 
opinion, for the good of her country and 
humanity; and be it further 
Resolved, That we protest against the 
growing tendency of the United States to 
glose its doors against the patriots of 
other lands, who love liberty more than 
they do their own lives.

Justice John P. Hand of 
Fifth District. 


SUFFRAGE LAW ATSTAKE? | 


Women in the Fifth Supreme Court district 
and throughout the state generally are in- 
terested in the result of the special election 
for Supreme justice to succeed John P. Hand. 
The primaries are to be held today. 

This was the word brought to Chicago 
yesterday by Representative George Fitch of 
Peoria, who ts actively interested in the Pro- 
gressive campaign. 

“We have been given to understand gen- 
erally through the district,“ said Mr. Fitch 
at the Press club, that the fate of the con- 
stitutionality of the woman's suffrage law, 
which we passed in Springfield last winter, 
largely depends upon the election in our dis- 
trict, called for Oct. 20. 


Bearing on Fate of Suffrage. 

“ Whether it is true or not, the belief has 
been allowed to prevail that under ordinary 
circumstances, with the Hand vacancy ex- 
isting, the Supreme bench would divide 
equally upon the suffrage question—the legal 
contentions involved in any particular mat- 
ter which might go up for review being equal 
of course. ä 

I mean that ona straightaway question 
of public policy in determining the conati- 
tutionality of the act there is likely to be 
serious question of the outcome from the 
standpoint of the friends of suffrage. 

The women in particular and the Pro- 
gressives have become intensely alive to the 
situation as they understand it, and the 
primary fight and the approaching election 
is full of significance. 


Judge Puterbaugh’s Position, 

“Judge Puterbaugh of Peoria is the sole 
Republican primary candidate, and, of 
course, will be nominated. His position as 
to suffrage is represented to us as broad, and 
there has been serious suggestion that the 
Progressives withdraw the candidate who 
may be nominated and centralize upon the 
judge. 

This policy is not wholly acceptable to 
Progressive organization leaders. We have 
in the district the three most strongly organ- 
ized Progressive counties in the state—Le 
Salle, Knox, and Henry. The party men in 
these counties insist upon nominating a can- 
didate, who is likely to be Arthur H. Shay 
of Streator. 

“The portents are that Col. Charles C. 
Craig of Galesburg will be the Democratic 
nominee, and his personal inclinations, the 
women believe, are absolutely anti-suffrage. 
It will be a close fight between Craig and 
Judge Bergland of Galva for the Democratic 
nomination. 


Craig Outlook Worries Women. 

“It was Bergiand who nearly walloped 
George Prince for congress two years ago, 
and he is now considered a pretty good Pro- 
gressive. It is in the cards, however, for 
Craig to win, and it is this which worries the 
women and also the Progressives, who are in- 
sistent that the constitutionality of the pres- 
ent suffrage statute be maintained.” 

Aside from the Supreme court fight, politi- 
cal interest will center today in Springfield, 
where Republican politicians hope to get 
some line upon the minority appointments 
to be made by Gov. Dunne. The executive 
arrived in Springfield yesterday from Put-in- 
Bay and may make important announce- 
ments. A roundup of some of the down- 
state Sherman lieutenants also is scheduled 
tentatively.

SOME CELLS USED BY DOGS AND MEN | 


Drastic criticism of Chicago city jails and 
police stations {a contained in a report issued 
yesterday by the state charities commission. 
Detailed descriptions of every station in the 
city are set forth in the report, from inveati- 
gations made during the summer of 1912 by 
Miss Vella Martin, inspector of the com- 
mission. 

Of the forty-five stations, Miss Martin 
found few that passed inspection. Only 
one was commended—the Shakespeare ave- 
nue station on the north side. Criticigm of 
the others ranged from “ criminal negligence 
on the part of the city to “ unfit for the 
housing of animals.” 

The Harr.son street, Maxwell street, 
Twenty-second street, Forty-seventh street. 
Loomis street, Wentworth avenue, Thir- 
teenth street, and West Chicago avenue sta- 
tions come in for special condemnations. 


Many Evils Are Listed. 
Among the main faults and evils cited by 
the investigators are: 

Almost total lack of respect for the law 
requiring segregation of minors. Children 
and minors were found im a number of 
stations and it is customary to detain 
them among all classes of prisoners. 

Celle in basements Into which no nat- 
ural light filters. Lack of exits for use 
in case of fire. Cells frequently under 
water from backed tewera 

Cells cohtaining’ from four to ten men. 

Close proximity of men's and women's 
quarters, enabling the two sexes to ¢om- 
municate. 

Board planks, are the beds in almost all 
stations. 

No blankets or bedding in majority of 
stations. Vermin filed and filthy mat- 
tresses abound. 

Bathing facilities seldom provided, 

Roller towels, often indescribably dirty. 

Diseased and clean men using same 
towel. 


Cells Used by Dogs. 

Cells used at times for detention of 
stray dogs. 

No facilities for caring for insane, 
except strong chairs in which to strap 
thema relic of barbarism. 

Rats in abundance. 

Quarters of officers and men of the 
force little better than those of the 
prisoners. 

Ill ventilated barns near cell rooms. 
fiooding them with odors and foul air. 

Stoves used in many stations which are 
of nonfireproof construction—sometimes 
positive fire traps.

‘ill Appeal to High New 
Hampshire Court if Felker 
Finds Against Him. 


FUGITIVE UNDER GUARD: 


Colebrook, N. H., Sept. 12.—The protracted 
eourt battle denied Harry K. Thaw in Canada 
by his sudden deportation on Wednesday 
promises to be waged in New Hampshire. 
His newly retained counsel hope to have 
@ personal hearing before Gov. Felker on the 
matter of extradition, and should extra- 
dition be granted, to carry the matter to the 
State Supreme court on a writ of habeas 
Corpus. 

Sheriff Hornbeck of Dutchess county, New 
York, wherein is located the Matteawan asy- 
lum, was en route here tonight with the 
requisition warrant signed by Acting Gov. 
Glynn. Upon his arrival he or some other 
representative of New York will be turned 
back to Concord. 


Felker to Hear Case Wednesday. 

Wednesday next Thaw's lawyers expect 
to have their hearing before Gov. Felker. 
Three days will elapse before he can render 
a decision. If this is adverse the lawyers 
will apply at once for a writ of habeas 
corpus. Argument on this would likely be 
postponed for another week. 

Jerome has in mind now a plan to instantly 
seize the fugitive in case his extradition 
is ordered, thus blocking efficiency of the 
habeas corpus writ. The writ would have to 
be directed against the prisoner's custodian, 
and if Jerome could keep the custodian’s 
name secret his plan might prove success- 
ful.

I think the people of my own state would 
like tc know by what warrant of law or com- 
mon sense the money of the people of the 
state of New York is being squandered like 
water by many more thousands of dollars 
than are available to me in these persistent 
and unscrupulous efforts to return me to 
Mattea wan.

U.S-JAPDISPUTE |PAYNOR FACTION 


INVOLVES CHINA 


Eastern Empire Makes Similar 
Demands for Subjects 
on Both Other Coun- 
tries. 


MENACE TO “OPEN DOOR.” 


President Wilson Stands Firm 
for His Policy in Regard 
to the Newest Re- 
. public. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
Just as she is making insistent demands on 
China for the outrages perpetrated upon her 
subjects, so Japan is pressing the United 
States for reparation in connection with the 
discrimination which she alleges is done her 
people by the California alien land law. 

Ambassador Chinda, the representative of 
the great far eastern nation, hada conference 
with Secretary Bryan today in which was dis- 
cussed both the California and Chinese ques- 
tions. 

So far as the former is concerned, the nego- 
tlations are at a deadlock. Four notes have 
been addressed by Japan to this government, 
all couched in strong language and all insist- 
ent that the discrimination against the Japa- 
nese asa race is an unfriendly act Three tre- 
plies have been made to the Japanese commu- 
nications, each upholding the principle of Cal- 
ifornia's sovereignty and right to enact the 
kind of law adopted and each asserting that 
the treaty provisions in force between the two 
countries have not been violated. 


Spurns Appeal to Courts. 

Asa solution of the matter the United States 
proposed that Japan seek redress in the 
courts. Japan has refused to avail herself of 
this method,: holding that in the interests of 
the good relations of the two nations the 
American government should place her sub- 
jucts upon the same plane as the subjects of 
other powers. The reply of the United States 
to the last note of Japan now is in course of 
preparation, and from what can be learned it 
will be similar to the previous communica- 
tions and will not comply with the Jena ne 
demands. . N 

It la regarded as fortunate for the United 
States that at a time when the negotiations 
had reached a delicate stage the attention of 
the Japanese people should have been divert- 
ed by the revolution in China and the outrages 
on Japanese subjects. 


ship. In making emphatic demands upon the 
Chinese government for redress and in sup- 
porting these demands by landing marines at 
Peking, Japan has engaged in a demonstra- 
tion destgned to convince the Chinese people 
of her power and purpose to be regarded. In 
treating the Japanese as an inferior race, 
which is the view taken by the Japanese peo~ 


ple of the California law, the American people 
have given the impression in the far east that 
they look upon the Japanese as occupying the 
same plane as the Chirese. 


May Force Wilson’s Hand. 

Naturally the United States is deeply con- 
cerned over the action of Japan with respect, 
to China. If the Tokio government de- 
cides on measures which affect the inde- 
pendence, the territorial integrity, or the 
open door in the Chinese empire, the 
Wilson administration will have to determine 
upon a policy to pursue for the protection 
of American interests. 

A great deal of speculation exists in dip- 
lomatic circles as to the attitude of the Wil- 
son administration with respect to China. 
President Wilson abandoned the so called six 
power loan negotiations because in his view 
the conditions were such as to touch China's 
independence. This would seem to indicate 
that he will stand by the Hay declaration 
in behalf of the maintenance of Chinese in- 
dependence. 

In the statement he lssued with reference 
to his repudiation of the six power loan, Mr. 
Willson used this significant language. 

Our interests are those of the open door 
a door of friendship and mutual advantage. 
This is the only door we care to enter.“ 


Other Nations Would Aid. 

Here is one feature of the Hay policy. 
to which it would appear the Wilson ad- 
ministration is definitely committed. 
Whether Japan or any other nation will 
respect these principles depends upon 
whether or not the powers adhering to them 
are prepared to enforce their observance. 
That this administration would go further 
than to make representations in opposition 
to any infringement of Chinese integrity, or 
the open door principle, is not believed. It 
remains to be determined if President Wil- 
son and Secretary Bryan would consent to 
engage in the creation of a moral combina- 
tion against any power violating the Hay 
policy. If such action were taken it is alté- 
gether probable Great Britain and Germany, 
and possibly France, would join with the 
United States. 


CHINA READY TO SUBMIT. 

PEKING, China, Sept. 12.—Orders issued 
today by Provisional Pregident Yuan Shi Kai 
signify, it js believed by foreign observers in 
Peking, that China has complied with the 
demands of the Japanese government pre- 
sented yesterday. 

The Japanese demands arose from the kill- 
ing of three Japanese at Nanking, the mal- 
treatment of a consular messenger, the tor- 
ture of a Japanese lieutenant at Hankow, and 
the imprisonment for two days of a Japanese 
lieutenant at Shan-Tung. 

In the clash between Japanese and Chinese 
soldiers yesterday at Chang-Ti, near Shan 
Hai-Kwan, where the Japanese guard a sec- 
tion of the railway from Peking to the sea, 
one of the Japanese soldiers was wounded 
and three Chinese were killed. 


Ask Punisnment of General. 
TOKIO, Sept. 12.—Among the specific de- 
mands contained in the Japanese ultimatum 
to China is the punishment of Gen. Chang 
Hsun, commander of the Chinese govern- 


ment forces at Nanking. 
Pending the reply of China, the Tokio news- 


papers are engaged in stiffening the backs 
of government officials.
